McLAURIN DEFENDS HIS COURSE 


Me Denounced the Democratic Leader- 


ship—Reply of 
Chairman Jones. 


Senator 
Tillman 
Renewed 
His 


Former Offer. 
\VashiQgtt>L. Dec. 10.—The senate 


•chamber was the scene of a highly 
•dramatic episode yester-Iay. 
when 


Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, 
•challenged his colleague. Senator Mc- 
Lauria, to resign with him on the spot, 
in order, to use his own language, 
that they might be able "to wash their 
dirty linen at home." Sir. HcLaurin 
did not take up the gauge. The inci- 
dent was the direct sequel of the very 
bitter controversy •which arose be- 
tween the senators in South Carolina 
last spring. Mr. McLaurin arose to 
a question of personal privilege yes- 
terday and proceeded to explain what 
he charged was a conspiracy to dis- 
credit him in his own state for acts 
-and views which did not meat the 
Approval of certain Democratic lead- 
ers. 
He declared that he was being 


^humiliated, and, according to public 
prints, was to be excluded from the 
Democratic caucus because he had act- 
ed npon certain public issues in a 
•way which he considered was for the 
best interests of the country and the 
people of his state. 
He announced 


Mmself a believer in the old Democ- 
racy, and after denouncing the new 
Democratic leaders who, he said, had 
"brought destruction upon the party, 
declared that he could net be driven 
from his old allegiance into a party 
with which he did not care to af- 
filiate. 


Senator Jones, chairman 
of 
the 


Democratic committee, denied that he 
had any "ulterior motives" in not in- 
"riting Mr. McLaurin to enter the can- 
«us. Mr. Tillman reviewed the whole 
controversy. Mr. Hoar took occasion 
to express the opinion that it was 
very doubtful whether both the South 
Carolina seats In the senate were not 
In reality vacant. He contended that 
when the resignations were offered 
last spring to the governor they could 
not be withdrawn thereafter, having 
become immediately operative. 


Mr. Tillman responded that for his 


part he was willing to have the senate 
declare both seats vacant. 


Ifr. McLaurin agreed with Mr. Till- 


man. 


""Very well." said Mr. Tillman, "let 


us both now write out our resignations 
and send them without more ado to the 
president of the senate. Then the peo- 
ple of South 
Carolina can decide 


whether n*y colleague is to have a 
seat here for six years and I none, or 
the reverse." 


This challenge Mr. McLaurin did not 


accept, and the episode was brought 
to an abrupt close by Senator Lodge 
moving an executive session. 


Expiosion Injures Nine. 


Sharon, Pa., Dec. 11.—An explosion 


that shook the earth for miles around 
chattered windows ,in hundreds of 
houses at South Sharon, moved adja- 
cent buildings from their foundations 
and caused the injury of nine men, 
two perhaps fatally, occurred at the 
Sharon Steel company's plant yester- 
day. The explosion occurred in the 
casting department of "pig mill." The 
metal was being poured from the ladle 
into the casting machine, when it came 
In contact with some water, which 
caused a blast that was felt for a 
great distance. 
The casting house 


•was completely wrecked. Large strips 
of heavy corrrugated iron beams and 
other material were hurled btmdreds 
of yards by the explosion. The casting 
machine and conveyor were damaged 
almost beyond repair. A part of the 
conveyor was blown several hundred 
feet, whiie not a vestige of the iron 
roof of the mill remains. Windows in 
the office of the steel company on 
Broadway, several hundred yards away 
from the explosion, were broken, and 
in .Sharon and South Sharon the shock 
was felt like an earthquake.

U. S. Troops Eepulse Insurgents 


at Labo and Lipa, 


PEOPLE FLEE FROM BATANGAS 


200 Rifiemen and 4CO Boiomen At- 


tacked Nagpartian and Are Driven 
Off By U. S. Infantry, Who Killed 
Eleven of Them. 
Manila, Dec. 31.—Thousands of peo- 


pie are leaving Barangas province for 
places of safety. General James M. 
Bell reports an important engagement 
between a torce of 
insurgents 
at 


Labo. province of Camarines. ana a 
detachment of the Twentieth Infantry. 
Three Americans were killed. 
The 


loss of the enemy is not known, but is 
believed to have been heavy. General 
Bell anticipates a speedy extermina- 
tion of the irreconcilables. 


A large force of insurgents recently 


attacked the town of Lipa, province of 
Batangas. killing one soldier and sev- 
eral Americanistas. Troop H. First 
Cavalry, killed ten of the enemy be- 
fore the remainder of the insurgent 
force escaped. The Filipinos evidently 
expected a victory, for they had cut 
the wires and carried off a hundred 
yards of the line. 


A Filipino force, consisting of 200 


riflemen and 400 bolomen. recently at- 
tacked Nagparcian, province of North 
Ilocos. Company M, Eighth Infantry, 
acting on the defensive, drove off the 
enemy, killing eleven of them, with 
no loss to Themselves.

$10,000,000 FOR EDUCATION 


Terms of Mr. Carnegie's Donation Not 


Yet Made Public. 


"Washington. Dec. 11.—The proposed 


gift o£ S10.000.0f-0 by Andrew Carne- 
gie for educational purposes was dis- 
cussed at yesterday's meeting of tlie 
cabinet. It was stated after the meet- 
ing that the president had received a 
communication from ilr. Cariegie on 
the subject of the creation of a fund 
for the extension of higher educatioa. 
It is said that his proposition does not 
involve the establishment of university 
buildings in Washington, but rather 
the placing of a fund in the bcsas of 
government trustees from which the 
expenses of deserving students rnr.y 
be paid in the line of original inTes.i- 
gation at borae or abroad. The presi- 
dent will confer with members of con- 
gress in regard to the proposed girt 
before making its terms public. 


In an interview, ex-President Daniel 


C. Oilman, cf the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, Baltimore. Md., said: ''So far 
as I know Mr. Carnegie's plans, they 
are likely to be of a character wiidi 
will benefit all the higher institutions 
of learning in this country, and will 
encourage advanced students and in- 
vestigators, whether they have taken 
degrees or not, to prosecute researches 
in 
Washington 
and 
elsewhere. I 


am confident that he does not contem- 
plate the establishment of a university 
in the ordinary acceptance of that 
term." 


AGAINST ANTI-SCALPINQ LAW

Resolutions Adopted 
By 
American 


Federation of Labor. 


Scranton, Pa., Dee. 11.—The exclu- 


sion of Chinar^ca. Japanese and other 
Asiatic^ 
I'rom 
American ter-iiory, 


*icket scalping, legislation and advisa- 
bility of adopting a universal label 
for union-made goods, were thQ prin- 
cipal questions that claimed the atten- 
tion of the delegates at yesterday's 
session of the American Federation of 
Labor. The resolution advocating the 
exclusion of the Chinese was adopted 
by the convention with considerable 
hurrah, but ia the matter of excluding 
natives of Japan and other Asiatic 
lands a snag was struck, and this part 
of the anti-Mongolian agitation was 
killed so far as the present convention 
Is concerned. The special committee 
having charge of the exclusion matter 
was unanimous in favorably reporting 
the Chinese sec-lion of the resolution, 
but was divided in regard to the Japa- 
nese. The burden of the remarks of 
those opposed to the Japanese resolu- 
tion was that Chinese immigration 
was the greater evil of the two. 


The 
ticket scalping 
debate was 


quite a lively affair. The committee 
on resolutions recommended that the 
resolution presented by the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union, denounc- 
ing anti-ticket scalping legislation be 
adopted. The delegates representing 
the railway telegraphers opened the 
fight against the resolution, making 
the point that such action was beyond 
the jurisdiction of the federation. A 
socialist ironi Chicago said the rail- 
roads were "skinning: the people, and 
why not let the people skin the rail- 
roads? It is a skin game all around." 
When the vote v.-as taken those ia 
favor of permitting ticket scalping won 
by an overwhelming majority." 


The agitation for a universal label, 


which has been carried on for a long; 
time, was again defeated. Those who 
favored the idea fought valiantly, cut 
the delegates had made up their minds 
on the quescion and crushed the prep- 
osition when it came to a vote. 


The convention disposed of much 


routine business. The Important'ques- 
tion of trade autonomy was sent to a 
special 
committee, which 
was an- 


nounced tocay. 


FIRE IN BIG LICK MINE

Iceland a Strange X.ancl. 


Iceland is a paradoxical land — it 


might almost as justly have been 
called fireiand. for there frost and fire 
are strangely

steam and molten rock. At times the

meirs the ice and snow on rhe mount- 
ain sicies. and great floods rush down 
Into the valleys. On the cooled sur- 
face of the lava flow ice and snow ac- 
cumulate, and then perhaps a new 
3ow of lava covers np the ite without 
melting it. The ice is thus shut up r,s 
iu a crcat natural icehouse and may be 
so preserved for thousands of years. 
Dr. Ceikie mentions a case iii which a 
layer of ice occur* between two beds 
of lava in a gooiogical section. The 
antiquity of such a bed of ice is to he 
measured in thousands and tens or 
thousands of years. On a smaller scale 
is the famous Ei?-hohle. a natural ice- 
house not far from Ca«selburg in ihr 
Eifel.

summer ice Is to be found. This ice- 
is famous and wa< always served at 
the table of the Elector cf Cologne. 
And if in Northern Iceland we have a 
paradoxical .Approximation of heat and 
cold, it is not otherwise in the far 
j=outh. for in the anarctic regions Mt. 
Erebus sends forth its fiery torrents 
and the hot stream which rushes aloft 
falls as snow on the leeward side of 
the mountain.—Chamber's -Journal.
